Court Hears Appeal Arguments 


Plano and the North Texas 
area made it through the 
w inter 
m onths 
with 
no 
shortage 
of 
natural 
gas, 
thanks lo a ruling by the 
T exas 
Railroad

However, whether or not 
the plentiful gas situation 
will remain that way pivots 
on a pending decision by an 
appeals court, and probably 
the State Supreme Court. 
Attorney for Austin, San 
Antonio and a Central Texas 
electrical network which

Court 
of

W ednesday to order the 
Texas Railroad Commission 
to redistribute natural gas to 
their fuel short power plants. 
But an assistant attorney

such an order argued that

com plex dispute between 
Austin, San Antonio and the

are interveners in the suit on 
the side of the

One 
of 
the 
most

troversial items ever to face 
Allen m ay be revolved at 
to n ig h t’s m eeting of the 
Allen City Council. 
C.R. Wooten of the U.S. 
P ostal S erv ice’s division 
office in Memphis, Term., is 
due to appear before the 
council at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Allen Municipal Building to 
explain the d e p a rtm e n t’s 
plans for updating m ail 
delivery in Allen. 
W ooten’s 
a p p e a ra n c e 
comes at the request of the 
council which has been 
working 
with 
citizens 
of 
Allen to bring house-to-house 
mail delivery to that city. 
Wooten is described as being 
“way up the ladder” 
in 
p o s t a l 
d e p a r t m e n t 
management. 


The battle for Allen to 
receive mail service equal to 
other cities its size in the 
nation has been a m atter of 
controversy since the Postal 
D ep artm en t 
announced 
plans 
to 
install 
‘‘Cluster 
Boxes’’ in Allen in January, 
1973. 
This announcement met 
with better opposition from 
Allenites who voted in a poll 
conducted by The American 
to reject the clusters. I he 
vote was 590 “ against” die 
system and only 13 “for.
